A LOVER’S REVENGE. 


He Shoots His Sweetheart in a Grove 
Because She Refused to 
Marry Him, 


- — 


The Shocking Tragedy at Belleville Yes< 
terday Afternoon—Annie Geyer 
Murdered by a Rejected 
Suitor. 


Philip Matthews, a young man 20 years of 
age, who until a short time aco was a clerk 
in the grocery store of Kaska & Wangelin at 
Belleville, Ill., was the perpetrator yesterday 
afternoon of one of the most sensational and 
cold-blooded murders that has ever dis- 
graced the history of Illinois. The victim 
was his former sweetheart, Miss Annie 
Geyer, 8 most estimable young woman. On 
Friday cf last Week Matthews, who has been 
drinking hard for a long time past, 
went over to Belleville from St. 
Louis, and sought and obtained an 


interview with Miss Geyer. She told him 
plainly that she could no longer receive his 
attentions, and thai be must abandon all hope 
of ever calling her his wife, giving as her 
reason for renouncing him that he was too 
dissipated. Matthews left the house in a 
very angry and excited mood. Both parties 
were members of the German Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The Sunday school of 
the church resolved to give a picnic to-day. 
Miss Geyer and Misses Paulina Braun, Matilda 
Klotzbach and Augusta Rau were appointed 
a committee to select and have fitted up a 
rove for the holding of the picnic. 
“he spot selected by the young ladies was 
Henderlite’s wood, on the Carlyle road, just 
beyond the Southeastern Railroad Depot, and 
just outside the city limits. After Sunday- 
school had let out yesterday afternoon the 
young ladies went to the grove for the pur- 
pose of fitting up the grounds for the picnic 
to-day. When they arrived they foun 
Matthews and another young man, name 
Rodenberg, already in the grove. The girls 
commenced to arrange things for the picnic, 
when Matthews approached Miss Geyer and 
ASKED HER TO STEP ASIDE, 
saying that he wanted to speak 
with her. The two then went a lit- 
tle apart and held a conversation, the 
purport of which can only be guessed. It is 
inferred that he asked her to reconsider her 
rejection of his suit. In the meantime five 
other young men, Ed. Busick, Henry Foerst- 
erling, Albert Sauerwein, Philip Faber and 
Philip Pustmueller, had arrived to assist the 
young ladies in making the arrangements. 
While Matthews and Miss Geyer were talking 
some of the other girls who knew of the re- 
lations between the two called to Annie to 
come away, but Matthews held her firmly by 
the arm and would not let her go, though she 
made an effort to get away from him. The 
girls a second time calied on Annie to come 
away. To this Matthews answered, ‘‘No, she 
won’t. 
SHE’LL NEVER LEAVE THIS GROVE ALIVE.” 
With this he pulied a revolver from his hip 
pocket and laid it on the grass by his side, 
still holding Annie by the arm with his left 


han be unfortunate young lady screamed 
for help and the five young men | names 
mentioned started her assist- 


ance. Matthews quickly picked up the pistol 
and threatened to shoot them if they didn’t 
keep back. Instantly afterwards he pulled 
Annie into the embrace of his left arm and 
placing the pistol to her right side fired. The 
poor girl immediately dropped to the ground 
and expired ina few minutes without utter- 
ing aword. The witnesses of the horrible 
deed were stupefied by the tragic occurrence, 
and scarcely knew what to do, but at last 
spreid the intelligence throughout the im- 
mediate neighborhood. Immediately after 
the shooting Matthews turned to those about 
him, aod exclaiming, “I’ve got my work in,” 
staried toward the city with the smoking pis- 
tolin his hand. He strode through the town 
with the weapon drawn and followed bya 
throng of curions people who, igno- 
rant of the preceding circumstances, 
wondered at his singular conduct, 
Matthews walked right into the Police 
station-house, which is in the center of the 
town, and gave himself up. He saidto Cit 

Marshal Williams, who was in charge: uf 
want to give myself up. I have shot Annie 
Geyer.”? The oflicer was amazed by this an- 
nouncement, but locked Matthews up and 
asked him: “What did you shoot her for?” 
‘“T killed her because she would not marry 
me,’? was the response uttered in a matter- 


of-fact way. The news of the killing

WASHINGTON, D.C., May 29. — Secretary 
Teller announces his policy in regard to the 
Indians as averse to dictation from 
church or philanthropic organizations. He 
favors liberal expenditures for education, the 
granting of patents to the tribes for their 
lands, and the making of the Indian self- 
supporting, relieving him of his gun, and is- 
suing lumber instead of tent materials, 

Col. Eads has given up the hope of getting 
his ship railway project through this session. 
_ He left a representative here to attend to his 
interests during his absence in Europe, but 
there is no hope that the bill will get through 
this session. He will make a preliminary ef- 
fort to enlist European capital in support of 
bis project while abroad. 

Mr. Folger says he expects to continue to 
tail in bonds at the rate of fifteen millions for 
the month. He has not yet determined his 
course regarding the forty-nine millions of 
outstanding six per cents, as he may fund 
ihem at three per cent instead of calling them 
in and thus help out the banks.

Thomas’ Testimony.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—The Senate 
Committee to investigate the alleged whisky 
ring held its first session this morning. Only 
one witness, Wm. H. Thomas, of Kentucky, 
was examined, and nothing was elicited to 
sustain the charge of curruption preferred 
against the distillers. Mr. Thomas went 
into 8 long statement of the

The Star Route Trials. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—In the Star 
Route cases Mr. Wilson continued his argu- 
ment on the motion to quash in Turner’s be- 


half. The ground for the motion is that Tur- 
ner is not charged in the indictment with the 
sommission of any overt act in furtherance of 
the objects of the conspiracy.

Bonded Spirits Investigation. 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—The bonded spirits 
bill investigation began this morning with the 
examination of Maj. Thomas, of Louisville. 
He detailed at some length the processes in 


use in Kentucky in the manufacture of 
whisky, and also the methods employed in 
making highwines, and explained the differ- 
ence in the products of the two modes of 
manufacture. 

The witness had never been approached by 
any outsider with representations that he 
could secure influence with Senators or mem- 
bers and had never seen the time when in bis 
judgment there was occasion for the expendi- 
ture of one cent to influence legislation or se- 
cure influence with Senators or members. He 
had seen charges through newspapers that 
money had been used with the press but 
had never been approached by any newspaper 
reporters or journalists except with a re- 
quest for news. He was never asked fora 
dollar, never offered one for newspaper “‘in- 
fluence,’? and never heard of any one in the 
liquor trade say he knew anv such a thing 
being done. The National Liquor Dealers? 
and Distillers’ Association never raised a 
fund for lobbying purposes, and never 
made ian assessment upon the members, 
Their only fund was annual dues of $10 each 
member. 


The Fight in the House.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—As soon as the 
reading of the journal ended Mr. Reed called 
up for consideration the proposed amend- 
ment to the rules prohibiting dilatory mo- 
tions.on the contested election case. The 
question was instantly raised by Mr. Randall, 
and that. was followed by a motion of Mr. 
Kenna to adjourn, and by one of Mr. Biack- 
burn that when the House adjourn it be till 
Wednesday, stating as a reason that Tuesday 
was Decoration Day. On the latter motion 
the yeas aid nays were ordered and the tac- 
tics of obstruction thus put in operation. 

The vote on Blackburn’s motion Was an- 
nounced—yeas, 2; nays, 145, and the Speaker 
declared the motion lost. Thereupon Mr. 
Randall moved when the House adjourn to- 
day it be to Thursday next. On that Mr. Reed 
made a point of order that on the proposition 
to amend the rules dilatory motions can not 
be entertained. 

Mr. Randall denied the right of the Speaker 
to put any such construction on his motion. 
Mr. Reed proposed to discuss the point of 
order, and suggested a limit be puton that 
discussion. No agreement to that end, how- 
ever, was made, and the Speaker said he 
would not make the limitation less than an 
hour on each side. 

Mr. Reedthen opened the discussion. He 
claimed the House has under the Constitu- 
tion certain powers expressly conferred upon 
it, powers which it could exercise without 
the let or hindrance of anv other body; pow- 
ers which it could pot surrender, 
which it could trade away, 
which it must perform, and the first of those 
powers was to judge of the election returns 
and qualification of its own members, This 
House has been endeavoring the 
last ten days to perform that duty, 
but had been prevented by dilatory 
motions. The best and most orderly way to 
put a stop to that course was to amend the 
rules, and that was the object now. 

He maintained the proposition § that 
wherever there is a duty imposed upon Con- 
gress to accomplish certain work it is the 
duty of the Speaker to carry out that rule of 
law or of the Constitution. He cites the 
ruling of Speaker Randall when there was 
filibustering against the execution of the 
electoral count Jaw, and when an obstruction 
was attempied by Mr. Springer to the effect 
that he (the Chair) had allowed this 
and had allowed that, and had 
allowed the other in the way of motions, but 
the House was now brought toa point when 
it mustact. Reed refuted the decision by 
Blaine to the effect that,pending a proposition 
to change the rules, dilatory motions can not 
be entertained. He closed by stating the 
Ministry had noright further to delay the 
action of the House. 

Mr. Randall proceeded toreply to Mr. Reed. 
He admitted that the rules of a legislative 
body were: first, for the orderly conduct of 
business, and next, for the protection of the 
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rights of the minority. In this latter point he 
quoted from the ruling of the Speakers of 
the Enclish House of Commons. He 
argued that just as the Constitution prescrib- 
ed the manner in which it should be 
amended, so therules prescribed the manner 
in which they should be changed. As to his 
own decision in the electoral count 
case he put it on the ground that the law un- 
der which the House was then acting was 
greater thanthe rules and cut the dilatory 
moiions. In the present sase, however, there 
was no lawinterfering with the rules as to 

Mr. Biaine’s ruling, or rather dictum. 

Mr. Randail asserted that it had never been 
pressed nor advantage taken ofit, but on the 
contrary efforts had been made on that 
occasion (when the civil rights bill was under 
consideration) to suspend the rules 80 as to cut 
off dilatory motions, but without 
success. So that after Blaine’s dictum it had 
peen conceded only by a two-thirds vote 
could dilatory motions be cut off. 'n conclu- 
sion he justified the action of the minority in 
this contested election.

Frank James Treating for a Par- 
don With the State.

A Curious Gathering at the Southern— 
Mysterious Movements—Free Par- 
don Expected by the Noted Ban- 
dit in a Few Days—Critten- 
den’s Denial—Story as Told 
by the Principals. 


If all the negotiations pending in official 
circles proceed satisfactorily, this is the last 
week of Frank James’ career as an outlaw 
and bandit, and it is believed that ere another 
Monday the famous character will have set- 
tled dewn to privacy and commenced the life 
of an honest, peaceable citizen, after 
nineteen years of outlawry—years thronged 
with horrors, tumults and dangers. 
With his surrender will terminate a band of 
outlaws that for intrepidity, fearlessness and 
cunning intelligence was never equaled. 

An atmosphere of suppressed excitement 
permeated the Southern Hotel on Friday and 
Saturday last, but nobody but a keen obsery- 
er would have noticed the coming and going 
of at least ten men, who quietly shadowea 
every person who passed through the corri- 
dors during those two eventful days. Even 


the suspicions of the hotel employes 
were ecarcely aroused, s0 exceed- 
ingly quiet and _é deliberate were 
the actions of the strange guests. 


It was a gathering to arranze 
THE DETAILS OF THE SURRENDER AND UN- 

CONDITIONAL PARDON OF FRANK JAMES, 
row grown beartsick with the burden that 
he is at last called upon to bear alone; tired 
of the night watches, the long rides, the 
shadowings andthe sleeplessness; worn out 
with the relentless chase, and determined, if 
possible, to face the world once more as an 
honest man, whereby he may provide for the 
large family of dependent relatives, whose 
call for aid could no longer go unheeded. 

An attorney from Kansas City arrived at 
the Southern last Thursday, and completely 
disarmed all outlying suspicion by publicly 
discussing everv matter connected with the 
movements of his clients, thereby paving the 
way for those to follow. It was not until 
Saturday morning that the attention of a re- 
porter of the POsT-DISPATCH Was suddenly 
directed to the fact that several 
peculiar-looking men had occupied chairs 
in the rotunda of the Southern ever since the 
attorney’s arrival, and it did not require many 
minutes to connect the two facts together. 
Close to the elevator sat a tall, broad- 
shouldered man, with black coat and vest, 
light pants and a white slouch hat drawn 
down over his eyes. He had black hair, a 
black mustache, sparkling black eyes and a 
Grecian nose, but withal there was an air of 
the country about him that could not be mis- 
taken. 

THIS MAN QUIETLY SCRUTINIZED 
evervbody who passed,jnot only along that 
portion of the corridor, but through the el- 
evator. Ile was aceompanied by a small, 
bright-lookinpg boy, who frequently sat down 
by him, but with whom he never cenyersed. 
In the center of the room was another lad, 
somewhat larger, but more observant, who 
had a quiet habit of going out on Fifth street 
and coming in on Walnut street every fifteen 
minutes. By the lion’s head fountain, in the 
shadow of the rotunda, were two men, 
who seemed of such a literary turn of mind 
that for two days they scarcely moved from 
that lacality, so busily engaged were they in 
reading. One was glued toa newspaper, and 
the other scanned the pages of Chambers’ 
‘* Life und Times of Jesse and Frank James.” 
Both men had red mustaches, large gray eyes, 
brown slouch hats and doeskin suits. What 
a harvest ef detectives there would have been 
if these studious gentlemen had had occasion 
to display themselves. The “old rebel yell? is 
never forgotten by those who ever heard it. 
In front of the hotel, on Walnut streeet, lean- 
ing back in a large chair, with bis feet p!ant- 
ed upon an iron pillar, was another charac- 
ter, who attracted less attenflon than the 
rest. He was dressed in black, even to his 
hat, and possessed gray eves and a bushy 
beard and mustache. The legend of patience 
onthe monument was nowhere compared to 
the imperturbability and persistency with 
which these men oecupied their several sta- 
tioris. The reporter sat down and observed the 
strange guests for nearly two hours, under 
the impression that they must belong to 
Pinkerton’s band of detectives. 

FINALLY THE ATTORNEY STROLLED 
into the rotunda, sat down ana occupied him- 
self with a newspaper. The reporter walked 
over to his side and whispered: 

‘*If the gentleman near the elevator is not 
your friend look out, for he is not alone.”

‘As you say, heis not alone, for I 
have also noticed the two men over there by 
the fountain. I am mucen obliged to you, 
newerers although there is nothing to con- 
ceai. 

Still, the reporter was not satisfied. There 
chanced to be something in all the surround- 
ing circumstances that indicated more than 
appeared upon the surface, and he therefore 
determined to watch the watchers. How 
amply he was repaid wiil be demon- 
strated by a recital of the § de- 
velopments.

The fact is 
that ten days ago the negotiations 
were commenced and Frank placed 
himeelf in direct communication with Sheriff 
Timberlake, under a flag of truce. The ar- 
rangement 1s that during the truce the Sher- 
iff sha)] protect Frank in every possible way, 
and that not a hairof his head shall be 
harmed. That’s the situation now, and I 
hope a satisfactory settlement will be ef- 
fected.” 

This brief talk admitted a flood of infor- 
mation, and the suspicion was gradually de- 


veloping into an assurance. It 
was about three o’clock in the 
afternoon when the reporter returned 


tothe Southern. There he discovered that 
Sheriff Timberlake, Police Commissioner 
Craig and the attorney had left the hotel an 
hour before, but the studious gentlemen oc- 
cupied their several places, as studious and 
patient as ever. It was 6:45 o’clock when 
THE TRIO RETURNED, 

each entering frum a_ different direction. 
Timberlake crossed the rotunda and sat 
down by the two gentlemen near the foun- 
tain, with whom he entered into conversa- 


tion. Craig sauntered down toward the 
bar, and the attorney inguired 
at the office for his bill. ‘There 


were evidences that camp was to be broken 
up and a speecy departure commenced. No 
time, therefore, was to be lost by the interlo- 
cutor, who followed one of the trio down the 
rotunda and said: 

““T have discovered that these quiet gentle- 
men here are not detectives.” 

‘They are not, and the boys played you for 
asucker this morning. To be candid, they 
are Frank James?’ friends, doing guard duty 
to prevent treachery and to insure fair play.” 

“Ts it true that Frank James is nominally 
in the custody of Timberlake, and 
that negotiations are pending fer a final sur- 
render?’’ 

‘‘As you cannot publish anything before 
Monday I am willing to tell you the facts, 
which are these: If the whereabouts of 
Frank James are known to anybody here ex- 
cept his attorney itis more than I am aware 
of; butitis true that negotiations for his 
surrender are pending, and that we came 
here to meet Gov. Crittenden.” 

“What is the nature of these negotia- 
tions?” 

‘*‘T am informed that Gov. Crittenden has 
entrusted to a member of this party a written 
promise to grant an unconditional pardon to 
Frank James, and to withdraw all rewards 
outstanding and all criminal proceedings 
commenced against Frank, provided only 
that he shall surrender to the authorities 
within a given time.’’ 

‘Has Frank received that document?” 

“So I learn.” 

“Will he accept of it?” 

‘His desire is to accept, but there are other 
and weightier considerations than the pardon 
from Gov. Crittenden which he must con- 
front.’? 

‘‘And what are they?’ 

‘‘Pardons from the Governors of Texas and 
Minnesota,where he is likewise outlawed, and 
to whose laws he might otherwise be made 
amenable.’ 

**But he could only be obtained by requi- 
sition, the honoring of which is discretionary 
with the Governor of this State?” 

“True; but when Gov. Crittenden’s term of 
office expires the succeeding Governor will 
have no pledges concerning the extradition of 
Frank James. Then, after all, Frank might 
be extradited and placedin a perilous posi- 
tion. If he surrenders and receives a pardon, 
that pardon cannot have jurisdiction bevond 
the limits of Missouri, and the next Gov- 
ernor might take special deligbt in delivering 
Frank over to the authorities of other States. 
He assumes these risks whenever he accepts 
the generous offers tendered to him, but his 
friends are earnestly desirous that he should 
accept, arguing that he bas taken much great- 
er chances with less to gain.”? 

‘““Where is Frank now?” 


“Well, he can only be communicated 
with indirectly, but it would not be 
necessary to walk your legs oft 


to find him. The fact that commuznication 
has reached him since 2 o’clock this afternoon 
ought to be sufficient evidence that he is not 
very far removed.” 

“Why did he not come directly to the 
hotel ?” 

‘‘There was no particular necessity for it, 
and it would not be prudent. He is not a reck- 
less man, but he is absolutely fearless, and 
if his presence was required here, I would 
stake my life on his coming, even if fifty de- 
teclives were occupying the rotunda. They 
have a slicker man than Jesse to deal with 
now.” 
‘*Would there be any danger in his coming 
here?’? 

‘*T maintain not, but of course it is the best 
policy at this stage of the game for him to re- 
main on the safe side. He could not be rec- 
ognized by anybody who has not seen him 
frequently during the last few years, but the 
assassination of Jesse has taught him double 
caution. You would be astonished to find 
how small a figure he has; for instead of be- 
ing six feet hich, as generally described, he is 
oniv about five feet and eight inches and 
weighs about 150 pounds.” 

‘*And you really believe he will surren- 
der?’? 

“The present outlook is very favorable, and 

[am sincerely hoping—as one of his best 
friends—tbat he will accept the proffered am- 
nesty. There is every reason why he should 
and very few reasons why he should not,” 
**How did you happen to miss the Governor 
at this point?” 
‘*Well, it was unwise to communicate with 
him in New York, and we came down here, 
believing that he would certainly stop over 
here one day and rest, as he always does, but 
we have ascertained that his anxiety kept him 
a homeward as rapidiy as pos- 
sible.’ 


THUS THE INTERVIEW CONCLUDED

PATRICK EGAN. 


A Chat With the Paris End of thelrish 
Lund League. 
Paris Letter wo the New York Tribune. 

Lhave also seen Mr. Patrick Egan, the 
treasurer of the Land League, about the 
Phenix Park crime. He denounced it asa 

iece of atrocious and inhuman folly, and 
spoke With kindness of Lord Frederick Cav- 
endish, with whom he had some years ago 
business relations. Full particulars as to the 
manner in which the two murders had taken 
place had not arrived here when I saw Mr. 
Egan. He hazarded many conjectures, but 
pone of them proved to have been right. The 
idea of premeditation was too horrible for 
bpimtoentertain. Mr. Egin inspires me both 
with sympathy and confideuce. He is 
nolably intelligent, and the most 
prominent feature of his character Is genile- 
ness. He looks about forty-six, ap- 
p oaches the middle height, has a broad chest 
snd shoulders, but does not impress one as 
being athletic. The face is pale, and the 
complexion that of asandy-hbaired man. He 
has avery fine forehead, butits breadth and 
good development fail to strike one forcibly. 
Ou the occasion of my first interview with 
him I did not notice these points. ‘The eye- 
brows are thick, rough, and of avery light 
tinge; and the eyes ave exactly the culor of 
the forget-me-not. I never saw in a man’s 
head a pair of softer blue eyes. The nose is 
very retrousse, and appears in some extent to 
owe ils shape toa blow. Egan speaks in a very 
low, soft voice. He never hesitates in 
answering a question. His diction is simple 
andelegaut. One discovers when one knows 
him well that be is a humorist. His humor 
andirony sre very delicate.

Nobody of 
the name of Egan ever belonged to the rurai 
gentry of Ireland. I dare say the Treasurer 
of the Land League comes of an obscure but 
d cent Catholic stock.

A marvelous discovery was made a full 
vear ago by a German lawver named Dr. QO. 
Hahn, but soincredible did it seem that the 
learned world refused to take notice of it, 
with one exception. Dr. D. F. Weinland 
devoted a whole year to studying Hahn’s 
book and to test thoroughly his microscopic 
researches and their resuits. He now pub- 
lishes his opinion and declares that Hahn has 
proved the remains of organic matter in the 
stones which dart intothe terrestrial atmos- 
spere from stellar space. 

From mifseums in Tubingen and in Vienna 
Hahn procured himseif more than 600 chips 
of meteorites of the Choadrite class, proved 
in each case to be genuine, and having been 
collected on eighteen different occasions, 
partly during the present and partly during 
the past century, in Europe, Asia and 
America. Minute inspection has discovered 
in them a quantity of organic remains, prin- 
cipally belonging tothe most ancient form 
of porous corailines, tothe genus of fossil 
zoophytes denominated Favosites, or at least 
bearing a Very strong resembiance to there 
latter, though of a stillsmaliertype. About 
fifty kinds of these tiny animals bavs beea 
made outby Dr. Hahn and assigned to six- 
teen different families, to which he bas 
given names, thus leaving the foundation of 
a new branch of zoology—meteoric Zo- 
ology. 

Dc. Weinland says that it is only the shell 
of the Choadrite meteorite that is burnt and 
glazed by friction with our atmosphere. The 
heat does not exiend so far during the short 
transit of the meteor as to impair the kernel, 
which has an appearance somewhat like 
coarse shell lime, of a conglomeration of pet- 
rified organic matter, baked in a lump. 
Though only few specimens can be calied 
well preserved, vet the substance is suf- 
ficiently distinguishabie to enabie us to class 
most of the structures among the Polycis- 
tines and the Foraminifera. They must have 
existed in water warm enough never to freeze 
down tothe bottom. Where are we to seek 
for this water, if Prof. Schiaparelli tells us 
that meteorites do not belong to our solar 
system, but are intruders from without? 
Very strange is the complete resemblance of 
all the cuitings examined to one another, 
though, as stated, they belong to stones 
falien at different periods in all parts of the 
globe.

JUVENILE TALENT. 


A Remarkable Girl Violinist—Little 
Girl Actresses. 
Philadelphia Bulletin Rome Letter. 


Wagner has left Venice for Bayreuth, and 
the little Teresa Tua, the wonderful girl 
Violinist, has also left that charming city for 
Paris, where she will perform prior to depart- 
ring for America under the auspices of M. 
Strakosch. The child—for she is but four- 
teen—has had an extraordinary and gehuine 
success wherever she has been heard. Here 
in Rome last winter she was made a little 
idol of; but her artistic instincts are so true 
and her character so simple and unspoilt 
that I think applause will only stimulate her 
to fresh efforts and renewedapplication. She 
will probably be some day one of the greatest 
violinists ever heard—hbaving already re- 
markable command of the tecanical difficul- 
ties of her art, together with great pathos, 
expression, a perfect iutonation and an ex- 
cellent, refined school. Actua! physical force 
is really the only thing at all lacking in her 
performances, as faras I have heard them 

Apropos of juvenile talent, 1 was present 
last night at avery curious and interesting 
performance. When the season of the for- 
eigners begins to wane one receives frequent 
circulars and programmes of concerts and 
other entertainments given for charitabie 
purposes. They are mostly, at this season, 
supported by what we call the “black”? aris- 
tocracy. The opera di beneficenza (work of 
charity) in whico i was invited to assist last 
night was under the patronage of the Princess 
Altieri, the Countess Manciaelli-Scotti, Mar- 
chese Cavaletti, Countess Sarazzani and many 
others, and the performance consisted of a 
play written by the Very Reverend Monsignor 
Bartolini, and acted entirely by little girls 
from seven to thirteen years of age. 

The scene is laid among the persecuted 
Christians in Rome in the third century, and 
the hero of the piece is Emilia, a vrefect of 
Cesar’s Pretorian guard, who isjfiually con- 
verted to Christianity by the grace and vir- 
tues of a young Christian maiden, whose 
father has been martyred. ‘ 

But to speak truth, the acting was far more 
interesting than the play. Italian children, 
as arule, are xuite free from the awkward- 
ness and mauvaise honte which would beset 
their litile zisters of the Anglo-Saxon race ino 
a similar case; and all toeir native bright- 
ness and intelligence and the artistic instinct 
which seems to bein the very blood of these 
peopie thus have free scope. The perform- 
ance,as acting, was throughout s0 surpris- 
inglv good that, recalling the fact that the oc- 
cupants of the stage were mere children, one 
almost wished at lastfor something less good, 
and more child-like! But, of course, there 
was a humorous side toit which the specta- 
tor could enjoy, and which the earnest 
little actors were quite unconscious 
of. When a very small damsel, 
who could not have seen more than eight 
summers, detivered along speech, with ad- 
mirable elocution, respecting the swertness 
and solemnity of the Christian rites aad the 
hollow vanities of paganism, winding up with 
a withering burst of indignation addressed to 
the Pretorian guard (a tail girl of thirteen), 
to whose elbow the speaker scarcely reacheu, 
it was impossible to help laughing, the tiny 
figure of the speaker being so utterly at vari- 
ance with her big words; but the litte actress 
stood in an attitude worthy of Ristori until 
the applause gained by her “‘point’’ had sub- 
sided, and then took up her part with the 
same earnestuess as before. The whole thing 
was 8 very curious study, the matter and 
manner of the play included. We had a 
Cardinal, gravely attentive in the first row 
of the stalls, near whom sat Prince Altieri 
and Monsiguor Bartoiini, and the reverend 
author bowed his acknowledgment ‘at the 
conclusion of the performance, in reply toa 
‘‘call,”’ justlike any mundane playwright. 
Between the acts a morse! of achild, aged 4, 
recited an ode in favor of charity; afterwaru 
toddling off under the shadow of an immenve 
bouquet as big as herself, offered by scme 
charitable admirer. On the whole we were 
disposed to think ouriime and money had 
been well disposed when the curtain fell, but 
had the entertainment been far less good than 
it was, the cause of charity, pleaded by child- 
ish lips, is or should be irresistible. 


A 100-Horse Power Whistle. 
From the New York Sun. 

New Bruaswick, N.J., has asteam whistie 
whose deep bass notes are as familiar as sun- 
rise to farmers within a radius of thirty miles 
ofthetown. The people of Bay Ridge, L. I., 
regulate their clocks and watvhes by its accu- 
rate blasts. Oncalm, pleasant days it bas 
been heard atthe Battery. The ocean and 
sound steamers have whistles, from eight to 
twelve inches in diameter, that can be heard 
from ten totwenty miles. There is a heavy- 
toned whistie at Sandy Hook about fif- 
teen inches in diameter. Many of the 
coal mines of the country have big whistles 
to warn miners of impending dangers, 
and to indicate the time for beginning and 
quitting work. 

But the largest whistle in the world may be 
seen at the store of the Eaton, Cole & Burn- 
ham Company, 58 Jobnstreei. It was made 
at their factury in Bridgeport, Conn., anc 
ordered from them by Manning, Maxwell & 
Moore, of Liberty street, for a Monireai firm. 
It will be used by the largest saw-miil in 
Canada. Exvertsin brass work and steam 
whiaties yesterday pronounced it one of the 
best proportioned and the largest of ail the 
steara Whistles they ever had seen. 

It is about the size of a flour barrel, being 

27 inches long and 20 inches in diameter. 
The average diameter of saw-mill whis'les 
is four inches. Its extreme _ leogch 
from the bowl to the ornament on 
top is 4 feet 9 inches. Ita spindle is 
34% inches in diameter, or as large as 
an ord nary steam whistle. It is made of cast 
brass and cost $600. It will be blown py 
means of aspring valve connected with a 
steam pipe four inches in diameter. A long 
blast upon it would almost empty a 100-borse 
power boiler. The Canadian mill that will 
use it has a boiler of 150-horse power. 
The mill has been totally destroyed by fire 
several times. ‘he proprietors, in order to 
guard agaiust future destruction of property, 
ordered the whistie. In case a fire breaks 
out all emploves of the mili and the various 
fire deyartmeats in neighboring towns will 
be summoned by the big whistle. It is also 
to be used, by a sysiem of signals, to give 
orders to wvod choppers and employes at a 
distance.

ALTHOUGH schools of manual training are 
being established in every large city in this 
country, and although it is a known fact that 
the trades pay better wages and give more 
assurance of independence than any of the 
clerical pursuits,the American youth will not 
learn a trade. It is a solemn and sig- 
nificant fact that our workshops are 
filled with foreigners while the natives 
drift into petty clerkships, buy and sell calico, 
struggle for cheap sinecures, and display a 
tendency which is each year growing stronger, 
to rely on their wits rather than their muscles 
for a livelihood. Go through a great iron 
foundry and you will find that the skilled 
labor is largely foreign. When our striking 
street-car men were parading the streets some 
time since, anyone could see that the great 
Majority were native. Our boys are taught 
certain catch phrases about the dignity of 
labor and the nobility of honest toil. The 
horny hand of the laboring man is alleged 
to be more virtuous and lovely than 


the softer palm of the lawyer or the 
dilettante. Furnished with these axioms, 
he ‘goes out into the world and discovers 
that to labor with his hands isa disgrace 
which years cannot wipe away. Society 
grandly ignores the honest handicraftsman 
whojcan cunningly fashion beautiful ana 
lovely things in iron or brass, but it takes to 
its bosom the lawyer or doctor who does not, 
in many cases,know his business, who is not a 
useful member of the community, who is not 
intellectually or physically the equal of the 
ironworker. What lesson is the boy to learn 
from this? Plainly that it is disgraceful to be 
an artisan. On the other hand it is not so 
hard to learn a trade as to learn a profession. 
The attempt to regulate the supply of labor 
so thatitshall not exceed the demand has 
shut the @oorin the face of many a youth 
who would now bea good mason ora good 
weaver instead ofa poor entry clerk or an 
ignorant telegraph operator. It takes 
a boy with more than common de- 
termination to get past these obstacles on 
the threshold of a trade. Thus do igno- 
rance, difficulty and false pride all combine to 
empty the trades and fill the clean-handed 
professions. Any boy can attend a “commer- 
cial college” and come out a book-keeper, but 
any boy cannot successfully pass the training 
necessary to make him a machinist. And yet 


this country is full of book-keepers while | 


thereisa famine of machinists. The first 
can, if he be good and faithful and willing to: 
work, occasionally get asituation paying sixty 
or seventy-five dollars a month. The latter 
has his choice of work at twice the pay. We 
could spare lawyers from the Four Courts 
and doctors from the whole town, but who 
would like to hear that the carpenters or 
bricklayers were leaving the city?

OvR slightly esteemed contemporary, the 
Republican, having slipped up in its effort to 
im part a loyal and patriotic color to the cele- 
brated gathering at Camp Jackson, is now 
endeavoring to establish a loyal - record for 
itself. by quoting from its editorial columns 
at the beginning of the war. It reproduced 
yesterday an article from its editorial page, 
bearing date of April 26, 1861, as a proof that 
it was strongly on the side of peace and 
union at that critical period. We will quote 
from this intensely peaceful document: 

There is not a manin the State, we appre- 
hend, who will not agree with him (Gov.Claib. 
Jackson) that the militia should be organized, 
that arms should be provided by the State for 
the use of such organizations, that munitions 
of war should be purchased, that (in round 
terms) the State should be put iu a position to 
aefend her territory from aggression. Every 
other State has done or is preparing to do 
this, and it would be criminal neglect in Mis- 
souri not to act promptly in this matter. If 
Gov. Jackson and the Legislature find it difi- 
cult to procure means for this purpose—not for 
an aggressive war, Dut simply for. self protec- 
tion—let them authorize the issue of bonds in 
svms varving from $50 to $1,000 maturing at an 
early period, and receivable for taxes, and the 
patriotism of Missouri will show itself by the 
purchase of them for such an object to any 
amount required. There are thousands of 4 
citizens who will invest their money 1 ats 
way upon the simple annourgcement that the 
peace Of the State is not to be disturbed by any 
act of secession. Weare not prepared for any 
such act as a dissolution of our connection 
with the Union, and every sane man knows it. 
Ifin the future that most unfortunate alter- 
native should be forced upon us, then, when 
all men are agreed upon the necessity, we will 
all be reacy,we trust,to go forward to the bat- 
tle-field. 


In other words, on the 27th day of April, 
1861, the Missouri Republican, noticing that 
the State of Missouri was in no condition to 
sustain itself in rebellion against the Gen- 
eral Government, counseled the arming of 
the militia and a general preparation for war, 
and going so far as to advise the Secession 
Governor to issue defense bonds. Its position 
was that of ashrewd bruiser who picks his 
time and place fora fight. ‘‘Keep peace un- 
til we can all arm ourselves,’’ said the Mis- 
sourit Republican, ‘‘and then we will take a 
hand in breaking up the Union.” And when, 
on the 10th of May, 1861, the armed forces of 
the United States were compelled to sweep 
down upon the Secession hosts at Camp Jack- 
sonin orderto prevent the capture of the 
Arsenal and head off the movement to drag 
Missouri out of the Union. about the first 
man that they encountered was JOHN KNAPP, 
one of the owners and managers of the J?e- 
publican, sword in hand, at the head of a reg- 
iment. And nearly every manin that camp was 
a Southern sympathizer and a diaunionist at 
heart and the camp was organizied to aid the 
Confederate cause. This was after Ft. Sum- 
ter had been fired on and after the Presi- 
dent’s proc'amation which declared an actual 
state of war. That’s history, and it can’t be 
rubbed out.

Receiver vs. Receiver—Aggregate of 
Claims—Stockholders’ Defense. 


In the Columbia Life Insurance estate 
Judge Thayer overruled Capt. Bent’s motion, 
as mutual receiver, for an order on the Co- 


lumbia to pay over $31,239 55. The 
Mutual’s share of the proceeds 
of the sale of the Columbia 


Building did not exceed $70,000, while the 
notes secured for protection of the policy- 
ho'ders, otherwise the “special deposits’ were 
$100,000 in value. Receiver Bent claimed the 
balance from the Columbia estate, that com- 
pany having absorbed the Mutual’s deposit. 
Referee T. C. Reynolds reports the aggre- 
vate of allowances on claims presented against 
the Columbia estate: Death claims, judg- 
ments and matured endowments, $263,249 03; 
allowances for claims on running policies, 


$1,118,754 92; total, $1.382,00395. There 
has never been a cent of divi- 
dend paid in the Columbia estate! 


The trial ofa suit of the Columbia receiver 
against James S. Rollins,a Columbia stock- 
holder, is in progress to-day. This is an ac- 
tion on stockholders’ liability and judgment 
is asked for $10,000. For the defense it is 
claimed that the stockholder had sold out. 
The receiver cobptends that it was 
simply a case of cancellation of stock. 

Messrs. Pope and Scott, for legal services, 
get another aliowance to-day from the Co- 
lumbia estate for $585.

The Valle-Picton Suit. 

Judge Adams to-day discharged Henry A. 
Clover and Jesse L. January under the writs 
of habeas corpus filed last week. These gen- 
tlemen were committed by Notary Renshaw 


for refusing to answer questions in 
course of depositions taken for John 
R. Picton in the swit brought 


against him by his former mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Isabella Valle. The court holds that 
the no‘ary was justified in committing the 
Witnesses for such refusal, although such 
questions as were put might not actually have 


been relevant. ‘Some may have been 
irrelevant, and immaterial and in 
the case of lienry A. Clover, 


as an attorney, some may bave touched upon 
privileged communication with client. Those 
were matters, however, for the court to rule 
upon. The province of the notary is to se- 
cure the evidence and not to punish for con- 
tempt. In this case a judgment was obtained 
and the evidence was no longer necessary. 
The court linds likewise that the commit- 
ment was defective, because the questions 
unanswered were not fully set forth. 


A Conditional Default. 

In February, 1880, a dirvorce suit was be- 
fore the Circuit Court, F. H. Miller against 
Clara Miller. An agreement was made be- 
tween friends of the parties that one Mr. 
Mertz should deposit $7v0 with a Mr. Monks, 


who was to pay it over to Mrs. 
Miller in the event of her  hus- 
band succeeding in obtaining a divorce, 


The case ultimately was dismissed by the 
husband, and both Mr. Mertz and Mrs. Mill- 
er claimed the money. Although it was sup- 
posed to be in the nature of alimony, the 
court finds the agreement to be based on the 
consideration that the wife should not oppose 
the husband’s suit. This, says the court, 
was against public policy, and no 
relief at law could be had upon euch an 
agresment. The money originally belonged 
to Mr. Mertz and the court orders it to be re- 
etored to him.

The Presbyterian Churches North and 
South—Local Diviues’ Expressions. 


The pastors and members of the Preshy- 
terian churches of the city are feeling much 
rejoiced over the renewal of fraternal! feelings 
between the churches North and S:;uth. It is 
looked upon as a close forerunner ofthe union 


separation, as every one kaows, occurred 
at the beginning of the war. 

The Soutbern Presbyteriane, as they are 
now Known, held that slavery was a divine 
system, and that it was the duty of the 
church to conserve the system. The Northern 
Assembly had declared the announcement of 
this doctrine blasphemous. The split oc- 
curred and has lasted to the present day, 
At the meeting at Springfiela, Lil., lately, 
telegrams passed between the two bodies, the 
Southern Presbyterians being in session at 
Atlanta, Ga. Asa result of the telegrams an 
interchange of delegates at the next General 
Assemblies was agreed upon.

was soon followed by the Piclietenne that 
President Dunham, ofthe Board of Trade in 
that city, had given notice that any member 
found trading out of hours would suffer a 
severe penalty, aod as this perhaps meant ex- 
pulsion the Chicago speculators folded their 
dusters around them and silently stole away.

It is very sin- 
gular, nevertheless it appears to be a fact, 100 
miles north of us wheatis just as forward as 
itis in our county. I am offerea wheat to be 
delivered by the luth of June, 100 miles north 
ofus, but we are not in the market 
now. The impression is that Georgi, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Alabama and Arkansas will make ten times as 
much wheat as ever before, and if this be true 
it will give all the wheat that will be needed in 
the South for three or four months, and some 
talk like it will ast all season, but tnat would 
o¢ impossible, because it can be shipped North

THE DAVENPORT DIVORCE. 


Mrs. Alice Davenport Tells Her 8tory on 
the stand. 


After recess Judge Boyle this afternoon 
called the Davenport divorce case, which had 


been placed on the default docket. Mrs. 
Davenport, fashionably attired, was 
accompanied to court by her mother 
and one of her brothers and 


alady friend. Her attorneys, B. H. Dye and 
Col. A. W. Slayback, were in attendance. 
Although no defense was put in by the hus- 
band, his answer having been withdrawn the 
day after it was fled, he was represented in 
court by his partner, Charlies M. Napton. 
Mr. Dye led off by reading Mrs. Davenport’s 
petition, thegseensational character of which 
has been widely discussed. It has been fully 
publisned and circulated throughout the coun- 
try. When the domestic code referring to 
rules for the guidance of Mr. Daven- 
ort in her conduct while away 
rom her husband was reached in course of 
reading, there was a suppressed titter in the 
court-room, Thesensational telegrams were 
next read and comirented upon by the small 
audience scattered around the benches. 

Mrs. Davenport was called to the 
stand. She was perfectiy calm and 
colieeted and gave her testimony with com- 
posure. Called upon to describe her hus- 
band’s conduct after their marriage, Mrs. 
Davenport testified that he was very tyranni- 
cal at all times, causing her nerves to be ona 
constant strain. He prescribed the 
streets in St. Louis upon which 
she should or should not walk; the dresses and 
all kinds of clothing or underclothing which 
she should wear; the class of books she should 
read or the music she should have. They were 
continually the subject of quarrel, and in the 
event of her engaging in conver- 
sation with visitors touching music, 
literature or art, Mr. Davenport would quarrel 
with berand forbid her discussion of some 
subjects. The trouble generally arose over 
some trifling matters, and in dieting Mr. 


Davenport wanted to regulate his wife’s 
stomach. She never told anybvbouy 
of her domestic troubles, but 
she presumed that persons living 


around them could see tor themselves that she 
was unhappy by reason of ner husband’s do- 
mestic persecution. Mr. Davenport wanted to 
regulate her correspondence and desirea her 
letters to be sentto his office. He gave di- 
rections to that effect at the post-office. 
He prescribed rules as towho should visit her 
and with whom she shouldtalk. On her return 
from New York, after receipt of the telegrams, 
when her husband met her on the train at 
Effingham, he acknowledged that the tele- 
grams from persons other than himse)f were 
forgeries, and that he adopted this method to 
get her back. The case is stillin progress.

NO QUARTER. 


The Lottery Men Will Receive No 
Immunity in the Criminal Court. 


Circuit Attorney Normile’s Emphatic 
Langaage—He Will Not Negotiate. 


To-morrow Col. Normile will present &% 
motion in the Criminal Court to increase the 
bonds in the gambling apd lottery cases to 
the amounts originally agreed upon by 
the attorneys for the defense and Cir. 
cuit Attorney Harris. If Judge Laughlin’s 
scale were followed, as the Circuit Attorney 
had every reason to believe it would be, the 
bonds of each of twelve of the indicted men 
would be $7,000 instead of $3,500. Of his own 
motion Judge Laughlin decided to take per- 
sonal recognizance after $3,500 bond was 
given in any case. Of this unexpected move 
Col. Normile knew nothing until he read the 
fact in the Post-DispaTCH last Saturday. 
The delay in arresting the lottery 
men has enabled forty men to 


evade the officers of the law unfil it suits 
their own convenience to deliver themselves, 
and six toescape entirely from the jurisdic- 
tion of the processes of the Criminal Ccurt. 
The reduction of the bonds was the fatal 
stroke to the policy inaugurated by Circuit 
Attorney Harris. The negotiations 
for terms made by respectable 
citizens who were never suspected 
of having either sympathy or interest with 
the gamblers are still forced on Col. Nor- 
mile, who to-day said: ‘“‘Last night two men 
who did not vive their numes, but whose 
identity 1 learned, called for me at the hotel 
with the intention of making these proposi- 
tions tome. A physician cailed at my oflice 
on last Saturday to ask what this office 
would do if the lottery men would quit and 
leave town. These mediators have been cali- 
ing at my private office, at the hotel and at 
this office, aud you will oblige me by making 
a final siatement forme. This office is sim- 
ply to prosecute,and we will prosecute all the 
cases on the docket of this court. The par- 
doning power is with the Governor. 
My duty is simply to prosecute these cases, 
and state for me that there is no use of these 
men calling on me or making any proposi- 
tions. Aslongas the lottery men and the 
gamblers play we will piie up indictments 
against them, and whether they dv quitor 
not, I will, if Mr. Harris has 
not sufficiently recovered to do so, 
prosecute the cases now on the 
docket of this court. Thisis not harassing 
anybody to dothis. These propositions frm 
the lottery men are very much like the agree- 
ment between the cock and the horse in the 
barnyard when thev agreed not to step on 
One another. In this matter you may say, 
finally and positively, that no agreement will 
be made by this cilice, and I do not want 
to be seen with some of the attorneys 
and men connecied with the gamblers 
even in open court, and much less have them 
about this office. I will not have them an- 
noying and _ interrupting the business of the 
office, do not want to be personally associated 
in any degree with some of the men, and wiil 
not make any other terms than those I] now 
outline.” 

Col. Normile has not yet set the docketof 
the gambling cases which are set for June 19, 
but it is positive that the cases of R. C. and 
Henry C. Pate will be placed at the head of 
the docket for that daie. 

Mr. McDonald.to-day compiled a statement 
of the condition of the bonds in the gambling 
and lottery cases pending in the Criminal 
Court. [heshowing was far from satisfactory 
to the fofficers who inaugurated a vigorous 
warfare on the violators of the law} and now 
fiadjthemselves checkmaied in every point.

CONNECTION DOES NOT CONNECT, 
The Poplar Street Track Syndicate De- 
feated as Substitutes at Law. 

Judge Boyle readered adecision this morn- 
ing overruling the motions for substitution as 
plaintiffs in the ejectment suit of the old 
Pacific Railroad againstthe Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Company. This was an ousting effort 
of the Poplar street track syndicate, known 
as the St. Louis Connecting Railway Com- 
pany, and likewise a motion on the part of 
Messrs. Crews & Booth, under a title ac- 
quired at an execution sale in satisfacjion of 
a judgment in a damage suit against the 
old Pacific Road. 

The Connection Railway Company claims 
possession of the track under the recently ac- 
quired title by Sheriff’s sale in satisfaction of 
a judgment against the old Pacific on 
account of rent of the Boonville branch. 
The coveted track, it is alleged, does 
not figure in the mortgage; bence the 
struggle with the Missouri Pacific Com- 
pany for possession of a valuable piece 
of property. The court to-day denies the 
right of the syndicate and the other claime- 
ants to stand in the shoes of the old Pacific 
road in the ejectment suit against the Mis- 
souri Pacific. Judge Boyle says: 

‘It will not be contended that the Sheriff’s 
deeds conferred aright to possession of the 
premises priorto the date of sale. They could 
not, of course, confer any right upon the 
grantees torents and profits or damages 
which had accrued prior to the sales by the 
withholding of possession from the plaintiff, 
the old Pacific. Nor could these 
deeds, or either oof them, transfer 
4 right to the grantee to recover 
in this action a judgment for possession of 
the premises, for the reason thatif the deed 
had the effect claimed for it by the grantee, 
of divesting the old Pacifie’s title 
to the premises, then under the statute 
the right of possession for plaintiff was 
thereby terminated, and the Sheriff’s deed 
constitutes a complete protection to the 
Missouri Pacific against any judgment of 
eviction in the present action. I am there- 
fore unable to see how any interest in this 
action can be held to have been transferred 
under either deed from the Sheriff. 

‘“‘Neither party claims to have secured the 
transfer of any interestin this action except 
by virtue of the Sheriff’s deed. Both deeds 
were executed under execution sales long 
subsequent to the commencement of this 
ejectment suit. Thesiatute only provides for 
substitution when the interest in the action 
has been transferred.”’

THE DORAN MURDER. 


The Trial of Shea for the Killing of a 
Police Officer. 


In the Criminal Court to-day the docket 
contains the following cases: The State 
vs. Charles Kose and Carro!l Emerson, 
both colored, who are under §in- 
dictment for the murder of a 


negro named Jobn Morgan. The murder was 
committed in June last, and Rose was tried 
last year and sentenced to be hanged in Jan- 
uarvy. By taking advantage of an error in 
the instruction of the jury a new trial was 
secured and the ease was set down for to-day. 
The Shea case, which occupied the court 
nearly all _ of last week in 
the selection ofthe panel of forty jurors, took 
precedence overany other business; conse- 
quently 6m the convening of court it was cali- 
ed. The jary was selected from the panel ot 
forty and the evidence on the part cf the 
Stats commenced. On the 7th of last Novem- 
ber John David Shea escaped from 
the jail, where he was being held under a 
charge of burglary and larceny. He got out 
early in the morning and betook himself to 
East St. Louis. ‘There he commenced drink- 


ing, and during the day became quite drunk. | 


Late in the afternoon he returned to this city, 
and went about the streets in a hilarious con- 
dition, but uot drunk enough to not know 
perfectiy well what he was about. By some 
means he had obtained a revolver in East St. 
Louis and brought it over with him in the 


afternoon. At 8 o’clock inthe evening he 


turned up at the corner of Ninth and Olive 
streets, opposite Pope’s Theater. He pulled 
out his revolver and shot it off. 
The officer on that peat heard 
the report and hastened to the spot. He en- 
deavored to arrest Shea, but the latter knock- 
ed him down and startedtorun. The police- 
man started in pursuit of Shea, running along 
Ninth street. Shea then started up 
Seventh atreet with the officer 
after him. As he drew near 
Washington avenue Officer Patrick Doran 
stepped out of the side door of the saloon on 
the corner of Seventh street and Washington 
avenue. He had just gone in the saloons 
short time before to get some lunch, and was 
yoing back on his beat again. As 
he stepped from the door he was 
putting his hand to his mouth to take the last 
mouthful. While his hand was thus raised 
the bullet from Shea’s pistol struck him in 
the heart and he dropped on the sidewalk. 
Shea had seen him come out of the door as 
he was running north on Seventh street 
and while in rapid motion he 
leveled the pistol which he heldin his hand 
with deadly accuracy, shot aad kiiled Doran. 
He did not stop, but turned on Washington 
avenue and there attempted to kill a private 
watchman. He snapped the pistol 
at the watchman twice, but 
luckily his murderous design was frustrated 
by the pistol failing to go off. By this time 
a number of persons had started in pursuit 
of him and most of them had seen the shoot- 
ing of Doran. Shea ran east tothe Lindel! 
Hotel,and in goingjinto|what he supposed was 
an avenue of escape got into the blind 
alley on the west side of the 
hotel building, and was captured. There are 
seventeen wilnesses on the part of the state, 
who will all more orless corroborate the 
foregoing facts. What defense the prisoner 
will offer will not reveal itself until to-mor- 
row at least, and it is difficult to conjecture 
what he will offer’ in extenuatioa 
of his crime. Doran was one of the most 
efficient officers on the force.

A CLEVER CAPTURE. 


How Bemis and Party Were Traced and 
Arrested. 


C. C. Bemis, who was in Jail during five 
days of last week upon a charge of swindling 
James W. Bothick, of New Orleans, was re- 
leased from confinement on Saturday after- 
noon, because neither the promised requisi- 
tion from Louisiana nor the prosecutor had 
putin an appearance and the local authori- 


ties were unable to combat. the 
writ of habeas corpus. It now 
transpires that bothick was detained eight 
hours upon the road, but arrived at Hoiel 
Barnum at 9 o’clock Saturday night, after his 
bird had flown. Luck had not entirely de- 
serted Mr. Bothick, however, for at the door 
of the hotel ne met Mrs. C. C. Bemis and Dr. 
Buchanan, alias H. Johnson, of Louisville, 
Ky., who were departing with their baggage. 
Before he could arrange to have them watch- 
ed they had disappeared altogether. The 
porter of Hotel Barnum was found to have 
taken the number of the wagon and name of 
the driver, as is his custom, and it became an 
easy matter to trace the baggage. Early yes- 
terday morning Mr. Bothick and the porter 
started out upon the search and found the 
baggage driver, who stated that he had con- 
veyed the trunks to the Martell House, in 
East St. Louis. There they found upon the 
register the names of “A, B. 
Johnson and wife, and H. 
Jonnson, Washington, D. C.,” and quickiy 
determined that these were the parties 
wanted. Mr. Bothick obtained the assistance 
of ine Chief of Police at East Stealouwis, and 
then proceeded to search the hotel. In one 
of the rooms was found Dr. Buchanan ana 
Mrs. C. OC. Bemis, while Bemis himself was 
captured in the water-cioset. Bothick 
brought his prisoner over to this city last 
night, and heis again behind the prison- 
bars. This morning Bothick and Bucnanan 
were closeted together, and it is presumed 
that arrangements are being made for aset- 
tlement. in the meantime the requisition is 
en route, and if no settiemeat is agreed upon 
Bemis will be carried back to Louisiana for 
trial.
